A prograsmiod ndl^hod of ixi8truc^i.oii In English A^ & idvlcvr ooarss^ vbb 
recently introduced in the Sar Diego Junior CoUegss (course outlina attached)* 
A pilot study was conducted to att^t to gain some indication of the relative 
performance of students receiving the progranmed instruction* The general plan 
was to adniinister final examinations to an experimental and a control group end 
analyze liie results* 

Since students are selected for &glish A on the basis of their scores on 
the Cooperative English Test (GST), it was decided to use this Ind^ndent 
variable in selecting two matched groups for the study* Some attention vae 
also given to the bias resulting frcn sex differences in the two groups* It 
is recognized that many other variables affect a student*s performance* 

However, for obvious practical reasons It was considered sufficient at this 
stage to control only the two variables mentioned above* 

This stody sample was selected from students enrolled in English A at 
Mesa College during the Fall, 1966 semester* The experimental group (2«Group) 
consisted of 58 students (37 welea and 21 females) receiving programmed 
instruction, and a matched control group (G-Group) of 58 enrolleas (33 males 
and 25 females) not taught by the programmed method* It was assumed that the 
sex differences in the two groups were not sufficient to significantly 
the results of the study* 

Thro final examinations were chosen to serve as dependent variables* Che, 
the B-Test (attached), vaa chosen for its appropriateness for the C«Gro%^* The 
3200MTest (attached) was designed primarily for the Xi-(h^aiip* At the end of the 
semester each group took both tests and the results were conqirared liy applying . 
signifieanee tests to observed differences in the means* addition, 
coefficients of correlatiifei ware ecsgitted between the grade points earned and 
the scores on the two tests* 

The specific hypothesis to be tested wass Students in English A receiving 
progranmed instruction obtain significantly hig^r scores on the final 
ations than those enrolleas not tauj^t by the programnsd method* 

The results of the study as evidenced by tables I and II support the 
hypothesis (within the design llmitatlQns)* 
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SUMMARY: 



The cancelation between grades earned and the 3200etest scores 
was nsach h i g her for both groups then the other indicated correlations* 
Also, the only statistically significant difference favored the students 
receiving progranEued instruction* These two results Indicate that if 
a choice were to be made between the two methods of instruction^ the 
programmed method should receive the greatest consideration* 

The hi^ correlation between grading practices and the 3200-test 
scores also Indicate that all English A Instructors^ irregardless of 
the method of instruction^ should seriously consider using the 3200 
final examination* 

The reader is reminded of the practical design limitations of 
this pilot study* A detailed replicate study should be conducted to 
validate the conclusions* It is recommended that such a study inrlude 
a larger sa!iiq>le and that an attaint be made to coutnrol more of the 
many other variables that could Influence the data* It is also suggested 
that success in subsequent English classes be included in evaluating the
